A Shirt Tail Argument

SOUTHERN" genius with a penchant for 
figures has demonstrated that if every Chi- 


naman in the world would add two iin.hes to the 
tail of his shirt it would take twice the present 
cotton crop of America to satisfv his domanr"-.. 
The same idea has reappeared in [\insas, where 
an agricultural paper is calling on the farmers of 
that state to dcnland a shirt with a tail one inch 
longer than the present standard jx'.n.rrn. 
The 


editor has figured out that if his suggestion car- 
ries it will solve the vexed question of what to 
do with the annual cotton surplus. 
While not 


caring to go into the correctness of these math- 
ematical calculations, there is no question but that 
it takes but little increase in die consumption of 
a staple article when that increase is divided 
amongst millions, to materially effect the indus- 
trial market. 


Anything that tends to increase consumption, 


without actual waste, is to be common/le,! ;.n 1 en- 
couraged. 
It is to new markets that the manu- 


facturer or producer of raw material must look 
lor a sale of his surplus stock. To create a de- 
mand is his constant aim. I f he can augment his 
revenue by special legislation calling for the pas- 
sage of a law that will prevent manufacturers 
from "skimping" in the amount of goods he puts 
in a cotton garment, for instance, the aggregate 
result will materially affect the cotton producer, 
while giving the consumer more for his money. 


There is already a law- governing weights and 


measures, it is illegal to shortwcight on articles 
m packages. 
They must contain in net weight 


the amount which their label calls for. It might 
be a good idea for the cotton raiser to compel the 
manufacturer to set a standard length on shirt 
tails and educate the purchaser to cal'l for and see 


hat: he gets nothing but the standard measure.
